The  Port  of  Los  Angeles  has  issued  a draft  white  paper  on  zero 
emission  technology  that  details  the  Port's  testing  of  zero 
emissions  technology  to  date,  and  its  proposed  near-term  plan  for 
encouraging  zero  emission  technology  use  in  maritime  goods 
movement,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  drayage  trucks  and  yard 
tractors.
